An investfgattom of charges of collusion to 
defraud creditors in the bankruptcy case of 
Bert A. Thayer; a seap and perfume manu- 
facturer, was begun yesterday by Judge 
Landis in the United States District court. 
Lewis W. Parker and Henry M. Hegan, at- 
torneys for Thayer, are accused of having 
collected §7,000 of Thayer's accounts imme- 
diately before the filing of the petition in 
bankruptcy with the alleged intention of 
dividing the proceeds with their client. 

The petition for an investigation wes filed 
by Edwin D. Buell, representing the Royal 
Trust company, trustees in bankruptcy. 


Claims Lawyers Deceived Him. 

“While I was at French Lick Springs in 
February I received word that a petition in 
bankruptcy had been filed,” said Thayer. 
“When I returned my attorneys advised 
me to go to Cuba for at least six weeks 
or until the bankruptcy matter was settled. 
Finally I accepted their advice and left 
Chicago. Later I came back to testify be- 
fore a referee in bankruptcy, and the at- 
torneys instructed me how to answer the 
quéstions so as to deceive the court. 

‘* Afterward I discovered my attorneys had 
deceived me. 

W. E. Pittsford, promoted from the position 
of engineer to that of treasurer of the com- 
pany by Thayer, testified he wrote a series of 
false. letters to Thayer during hie absence, 
misrepresenting conditions. The hearing, 
which was continued into the evening, will be 
resumed tomorrow evening. 


Tells of Clash with Lawyers. 

An evening session of the hearing developed 
@ story told by Thayer of a scene between him 
and his attorneys which culminated, he says, 
in sharp words. 

“I told Mr. Parker I was going out to see 
the creditors myself, related the witness, 
„and I asked him to give me a bill for his 
services, 

Next morning when I at his 
cftice Parker greeted me with the information 
that ‘new complications’ had arisen. He 
rad Pittsford wanted one-third of all that 
was left.” 

What did you say to that?“ asked Attor- 
ney Scott. 

Well, I became angry and told Parker he 
was not going to put the screws’ on me any 
longer. I'm going out among the creditors,’ 
I. added, and Parker replied: ‘ You'll go to 
the penitentiary if you are hot careful.

Members of the Delta Upsilon, Phi Delta 
Theta, Delta Tau Delta, Sigma Cl, Beta 
Theta Pi, and Sigma Alpha @psilon socie- 
tles joined in the noisemaking and wound 
up their evening’s sport by tearing up 300 
feet of wooden sidewalk near the university 
campus.

SCHOOL “FRATS” ATTACKED 
IN INJUNCTION SUIT ANSWER. 


Secret Societies Are Declared by Board 
of Education to Foster Cliques and 
to Lower Scholarship. | 


High school fraternities in Chicago were 
scored by the board of education yesterday 
afternoon in an answer filed to unction 
proceedings brought by parents five pu- 
pils of the Hyde Park High school last week. 

The answer, in enumerating the weak 
points in fraternities, says: 

“The existence of fraternities and Greek 
letter societies among pupile of the high 
schools is causing a retrogression in the 
conduct and the scholarship of the high 
schools; the existence of the societies creates 
cliques and factions, and destroys the unity 
and democracy of the school life. 

It has become necessary for the preserva- 
tion of the high standard of conduct and 
scholarship which has existed in the Chicago 
public high schools to enact some rule for 
the government of pupils who are members 
of the secret sociéties. The opinion of edu- 
cators in the Chicago publis schoools is unan- 
imous in deeming the existence of fraternities 
and Greek letter societies as injurious to the 
public schools. 

„The scholarship of members of these fra- 
ternities is lower than the scholarship of 
pupils outeide the fraternities,” the answer 
\ declares.

Senate May Ignore Sinton 

Under this view, which is extreme enough, 
of course, but which appears to be entirely 
logical, the individuality of the senate is ab- 
solutely preserved from all chance interfer- 
enee from without. That is to gay, the courts 
cannot interfere to deprive a man of his seat 
in the United States senate. He may be con- 
victed of murder and sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary, but he would remain a senator 
until expelled by the sénate itself. If he 
were hanged he would hang as a senator 
and not as a private citizen, unless his ex- 
pulsion ‘came during his lifetime. 

Under this decision it is manifest that if 
the senate for reasons of its own should 
take the ground that the courts had acted 
unfairly or unjustly it could keep a man on 
the rolls of the upper house of congress, pay 
him his full salary, make him an allowance 
for stationery, give him a clerk, put him on 
committees, and call his name at every roll 
call, and.yet all the time he might be behind 
prison bars. 

According to the view expressed by Jus- 
tice Harlan, in which the court generally 
concurred, the right of the senate to act as 
judge of its own membership cannot be inter- 
fered with or lessened in any way either by 
the executive or judicial branch of the govern- 
ment. The house of representatives can_im- 
peach a senator, but it cannot try him. The 
courts can imprison a senator but they can- 
not deprive him of his toga. | 


Inglorious End of Burton. 

It is an inglorious ending for one of the 
youngest members of the senate. When the 
Supreme court meets in October he will not 
quite have reached his forty-fifth b rthday. 
Although registered from Kansas., he lived 

a long time in Indiana, whete he was edu- 
maton and admitted to the bar.

Tokalon’s Great Rush. 

O'Neill, when he had passed the three- 
quarter pole, got ready to make his run on 
Dandelion. Just at that ment, however, 
Lyne sat down to ride Roseben, and the 
big fellow drew away until he had nearly 
three lengths the best of it. As he struck 
the beginning of the far turn Roseben showed 
no sign of weariness. He, however, gradual- 
ly slackened his pace as he rushed around 
the turn, with Dandelion closing on him 
pluckily, Just then, when Dandelion was 
let down and Roseben backed up, there was 
a cry of „Here comes Proper. Nothing but 
Proper.“ The yellow and orange stripes of 
Bedell’s jacket bad been mistaken for the 
red and dingy white stripes of Jennings. 
For it was Tokalon and not Proper that now 
was coming with a mighty rush from the 


ruck. 

O'Neill then realized his danger. He looked 
back, saw Tokalon sweeping down upon him, 
and, quickly drawing his whip, he struck 
Dandelion on the flanks with merciless blows.

From St. Petersburg I hear that there is a 
probability of Count Viadimir Lamsdorf, who 
has just resigned the post of minister of 
foreign affairs, being appointed ere long to 
the office of minister of the imperial house. 
This is an office for which he is pre@éminently 
fitted, having passed his entire career since 
he entered the government service as a mere 
youth in the immediate entourage of the im- 
pertal family. It is precisely owing to this 
that he never had much experience of life 
abroad, and that his knowledge of foreign 
statesmen and situations is only such as he 
‘has been able to — = ae when traveling in

tried sérvant, imbued with the most absolute 
devotion and of the most sterling integrity. 

The count owes his nobiliary title to the 
fact that his grandfather was wont to flog 
and brutally maltreat the prince who after- 
wards ascended the throne as Nicholas I. 
In 1802 Gen. Matthew Lamsdorf, popularly 
known at vourt as “old Papa Lamsdorf,”’ 
was selected as chief mentor and. governor 
of Grand Duke Nicholas Paulovitch, then a 
mere boy. The general knew nothing abou‘ 
‘educating scions of royalty, but made up his 
mind that the best way would be to apply to 
his imperial pupil the discipline which he 
had been accustomed to apply to the troops 
under his command. Accordingly he used 
to fog the young grand duke on the slightest 
provocation in the most inhuman fashion, 
with birches,- canes, rulers, and even ram- 
rods. Nor did he make any concealment of 
his severity, but inscribed each punishment 
inflicted in the daily reports which he drew 
up. and which are still preserved in the im- 
-perial archives. 

In 1817, on the occasion of the marriage of 
Grand Duke Nicholas to Princess Charlotte 
of Prussia, the sister of old Emperor William 
of Germany, he was created a count by Czar 
Alexander I. at the request of the dowager 
czarina,. But it was not with the approval 
of Nicholas, for the latter never forgot or 
forgave Papa Lamsdorf, and on one 
occasion, when discussing his youth with 
Count Kisseleff, remarked concerning the old 
general: “God Almighty will be his judge 
for the abominable education which he gave 
me.“ It is greatly to the credit of Nicholas, 
however, that he did not allow his resent- 
ment against his former tutor to prevent 
Him krom being kind to the latter’s sons. 
and from that time forth the Lamsdorfs 
have always been trusted and favored mem- 
bers of the entourage of the reigning r 
at St. Petersburg.
